PRIZE FOR WHEAT 


(Experimental Farm Note) 


Edible flour that is said to pro¬ 
duce good results when mixed 
with an equal amount of wheat is 
mow being manufactured under a 
patented process at a southern 
mill- It conta.in s about forty Per 
cent plrotein and is extracted 
froim the seed. Heretofore, most 
of this has been used for making 
stock feed ter fertilizer The 
flour process promises a new and 
important subsidiary indutry to 
oil in later years h:a>s commanded 
hut low prices and many mills 
throughout 'the south have been 
closed- If the flour proves a suc¬ 
cess, a stimulating effect is entic- 
iPa/ted.—Popular Mechanics. 


Winnipeg, Man, Sept. 23rd—

The season -of 1926 has not been 
so favourable for celery at the 
Scott Experimental Farm as the 
season of 1925. The celery grown 
in the garden -received a severe 
set back during the dry period 1 in 
July but that planted in a board 
enclosure with the plants '6 inches 
apart eia-ch way sand watered has 
made a good growth. 

The latter method is a more cer¬ 
tain way of growing a satisfact¬ 
ory crop for home use as the suc¬ 
cess)-of the crop is less dependent 
njpioul seasonal conditions; al¬ 
though in a faVourab-le season 
celery -of ia slightly higher qual¬ 
ity is often grown in the open 
by banking the plants with soil 
when about 10 inches high and 
once mtoire when the growth war¬ 
rants. 

The seed may be sown in boxes 
in the hotbed or oni it,he window 
ini the house about the middle of 
March. It requires 10 to 12 days 
floir germination. When the plants 
are about one inch high they 
should b-e transplanted 'toi other 
boxes about two or three inches 
apart, making sure to set down 
to the first leaf. About the first 
or second week o-f June 'the plants 
should he set outside about six 
inches apart each way in soil 
which has had six inches of well 
rotted manure worked into it. 

A four-foot solid board fence 
may them he placed around the 
plants about sL ■fmrbdbte- 

■outside rows. Twelve rows with 
twelv e plants to the ro-w make a 
convenient block to- handle and 
may he easily eoVered in the fall 
when there is danger of frost- A 
block this size will require about 
a barrel of water per dav through 
the growing season and heat of 
the summer- Soft water frranl the 
slouHi is most satisfaic-torv; hut- 
well water raa.v he used if it does 
not contain- alkali. If the celery 
can be grown near the water very 
little time will h P required for 
its care as into weeding or bank¬ 
in'? for blanching will he necess¬ 
ary. 

No water is used in the garden 
at- it,he Scott Station except in 
special te,slt s such -as is explained 
above.
